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EDITORIAL. 


His holidays over, before the individual and strenuous winter 
work of his library begins, the wise librarian concentrates for 
a few weeks on the Annual Meeting of the Library Association. 
This year the event is of unusual character and of great interest. 
Fifty years of public service on the part of devoted workers are 
to-be commemorated, and there could be no more fitting place for 
the commemoration than Edinburgh. It is a special meeting, too, 
in that for the first time for many years the Library Association 
gathering will take a really international complexion. If some 
too exacting critics are forward to say that we have invited a very 
large number of foreign guests to come to hear themselves talk, 
we may reply that we want to hear them. There is a higher sig- 
nificance in the occasion than may appear on the surface—for an 
effort is to be made in the direction of international co-operation. 
In spite of the excellent work of the various international schools, 
we are still insular. Now that the seas are open and a trip to 
America costs little more than one to (say) Italy, we hope that the 
way grows clearer to an almost universal co-working amongst 
libraries. It is overdue. May our overseas guests find a real 
atmosphere of welcome, hospitality and friendship amongst us this 
memorable September !

Fifty years are a long era in the history of any society. That 
the Library Association has survived them, stronger than at any 
time within the half-century, is testimony to the vitality of the 
library movement. At the same time an association succeeds 
because of genuine enthusiasm and hard work upon the part of a 
limited number of people; and any record of the jubilee which 
forgot the pioneers would be an ungrateful one. It is sad to feel 
that Tedder and MacAlister just did not live long enough to receive 
homage at the event, and to tell our story for us; but Mr. Pacy 
will no doubt set on record our genesis and “ the fathers who begat 
us ’—Thomas, Nicholson, MacAlister, Tedder and Harrison in the 
beginning amongst the Londoners; Cowell, Mullins, Matthews, 
Wright and Haggerston amongst the provincials ; the great influ- 
ences like Brown who passed (in person only) prematurely. All 
these are gone ; but many live to whom our debt is undoubted and 
must be frankly acknowledged.

It is rather unfortunate that the Association of Special Libraries 
and Information Bureaux should have elected to hold its Conference 
at Cambridge during the week-end ae 24th—26th, because 
this merges into the date (September 26th) of the Library Associa- 
tion Conference at Edinburgh. The Cambridge Conference has 
most attractive features, but it is unlucky in that people who 
desire to attend both conferences usually find nine successive days 
of meetings and discussions too much for them, and they will 
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naturally choose the more important conference and neglect the 
other, in spite of the train that will take Cambridge Conferencers to 
Edinburgh on the Monday in time for the beginning there. From 
the standpoint of the subjects to be discussed at Cambridge the 
dates are a mistake. A good conference should be followed by an 
interval for thought upon its subjects. This year that is impossible. 
We hope this point will be remembered next year.

In the domestic politics of the Library Association there is to 
be proposed the most drastic change that has been made since 
what we once called the ‘“‘ Jast-Sayers "’ system of registration was 
introduced about fifteen years ago. The néw constitution proposed 
for the Association still maintains registration, but is to designate 
qualified members as Fellows and Associate Fellows. Membership 
is to be open to anyone interested in our objects who is willing to 
pay the subscription. There is also a proposal to reduce the Council 
to its honorary officers, three vice-presidents, six London members 
(London being interpreted as a radius of 30 miles from Charing 
Cross and not as the Metropolitan Boroughs as now), and twelve 
non-London members. Special bodies, such as the County 
Librarians, are to have their own members in addition. The main 
results of the change will be to produce a large membership of 
persons who now stand aloof because of examination tests, while 
the qualified man and woman are still protected, and to provide a 
more manageable and economical Council. On the whole the scheme, 
which we have not yet been able to examine in detail, appears to 
be well planned. 

* * * * 

The changes on the Library Association Council as the result 
of this year’s election are rather surprising. That a man who has 
done so much for the Association as Mr. Arnold G. Burt should be 
displaced is strange and incalculable. Accidents in the distribution 
of popular favour such as this, and other displacements that might 
be noticed, must occur from time to time. Mr. Burt has the assur- 
ance that those of his colleagues who know believe that the merest 
accident has removed him from the Council and that he will return, 
if he be willing, next year when his absence has been realized. 


We have never encouraged the suicidal belief of some librarians, 
and many library assistants, that they can afford to ignore the 
University of London School of Librarianship. That School attracts 
every year more and more young aspirants with good initial educa- 
tion, and to suppose that library authorities will continue to pass 
these over after their training in favour of the youngsters who have 
merely “ been through the mill” is absurd. A new session begins 
in October, and classes at convenient times for most London 
assistants are announced. The latter would do well to sieze their 
opportunities while they exist; that is, while the assistants are 
young. There is absolutely no future for uncertificated assistants, 
and we have a premonition that those who have university training 
in addition to certificates will carry most of the future with them. 
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EDINBURGH’S LITERARY ASSOCIATIONS.

“ Wuat the tour of Europe was necessary to see elsewhere, I now 
find congregated in this one city. Here are alike the beauties of 
Prague and Salzburg ; here are the romantic sites of Orvieto and 
Tivoli of Geneva and Naples ; here, indeed, to the poet’s fancy may 
be found realised the Roman Capitol and Grecian Acropolis.” — 
Sir David Wilkie. 

The city, according to tradition, received her name, Edinburgh, 
from Edwin, King of Northumbria early in the seventh century. 

Edinburgh’s earliest history circles around her castle, the origin 
of which is unknown. The Castle, on its summit of rock, dominates 
the capital city of Scotland as the Acropolis dominates Athens. 
This circumstance, together with the kaleidoscopic changes in the 
personnel of the city’s leading characters in the days that are gone 
and the extraordinary succession of stirring events in which it has 
borne its part, makes Edinburgh’s title of “ Modern Athens ”’ most 
appropriate. 

Edinburgh is rich in her literary association and probably no 
city in Great Britain can claim closer connection with the fortunes 
of any one author as Edinburgh with Sir Walter Scott, who thus 
describes “‘ mine own romantic town,” “ The prospect in its general 
outline commands a close-built, high-piled city, stretching itself 
out beneath in a form which, to a romantic imagination, may be 
supposed to resemble that of a dragon, now a noble arm of the sea, 
with its rocks, isles, distant shores and boundary of mountain ; 
and now a fair fertile country varied with hill, dale and rock, and 
skirted by the picturesque ridge of the Pentland Hills. . 
When a piece of scenery so beautiful, yet so varied—so exciting by 
its intricacy, and yet so sublime—is lighted by the tints of morning 
or of evening, and displays all the variety of shadowy depth 
exchanged with poetical brilliancy, which gives character even to 
the torrent of landscape, the effect approaches near to enchant- 
ment.” 

Numerous places associated with the name and fame of Scott 
are to be found in Edinburgh. Scott was born at the top of College 
Wynd, Guthrie Street, and on the modern building at No.8, Chambers 
Street, between South Bridge Street and George IV. Bridge, there is 
placed a tablet which states that :— 

“ Near this spot stood the house in which Sir 
Walter Scott was born, 15th August, 1771.” 

The home of his youth and early manhood was at No. 25, George 
Square. This house near the Meadows remains in much the same 
condition as when Scott resided there. When Scott was a youth he 
met Burns at Professor Adam Ferguson’s house in Sciennes Hill, 
which is situated in Braid Place, leading off Causewayside. In 
writing to Lockhart his recollections of this meeting Scott says : 
“‘ There was a strong expression of sense and shrewdness in all his 
lineaments ; the eye alone, I think, indicated the poetical char- 
acter and temperament. It was large, and of a dark cast, and glowed 
(I say literally glowed) when he spoke with feeling or interest. I 
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never saw such another eye in a human head, though I have seen 
the most distinguished men of my time.” After his marriage in 
1797 Scott resided at 39, North Castle Street, where he lived for 
upwards of twenty-six years. While living in this house Scott 
attended, on February 23rd, 1827, the Theatrical Fund Dinner 
in the Assembly Rooms, George Street, and pleaded guilty of writing 
the Waverley Novels. Lockhart, describing this episode, writes : 
“ The sensation produced by this scene was, in newspaper phrase, 
*‘ unprecedented.’ ”” Scott refers to this house as “ Dear Old 39,” 
and on leaving it records in his “‘ Journal”’: “ March 15, 1826.— 
This morning I leave No. 39, Castle Street, for the last time. . . . 
In all my former changes of residence it was from good to better ; 
this is retrograding. I leave this house for sale, and I cease to be an 
Edinburgh citizen, in the sense of being a proprietor, which my 
father and I have been for sixty years at least. So farewell, poor 
39.” Entering into business arrangements which resulted in 
financial ruin, Scott removed, in 1826, to lodgings in 6, North St. 
David Street. ‘‘ Well, here I am in Arden,” he wrote, “ and I may 
say with Touchstone, ‘ When I was at home I was in a better place.’ 
I must, when there is occasion, draw to my own, Bailie Nicol 
Jarvie’s consolation—‘ One cannot carry the comforts of the Saut 
Market about with one.’” One of the callers at St. David Street 
was Captain Basil Hall, who found Scott “quite unbroken in 
spirit . . . though bowed down a little by the blast.” 

Later he removed to 3, Walker Street, on the east side, near 
Coates Crescent. Between 1828 and 1830 Scott resided at 6, 
Shandwick Place, a continuation of Princes Street. Before setting 
out on his final journey to Abbotsford Scott spent his last days at 
35, St. Andrew Square, then the Douglas Hotel, now the office of 
the Scottish Union and National Insurance Company. 

Scott may be called the creator of the historical novel and in 
the field of romance he did for Scotland what Burns has done in 
song. The Scott Monument which stands in the east end of Princes 
Street stands on a foundation of solid rock and rises to a height of 
two hundred feet. The monument is considered to be one of the 
finest monuments in the world. “ The finest monument, I think, 
that has yet been raised anywhere on the earth to the memory of a 
man of letters,” wrote Professor Masson. The pilasters, which 
separate the different clustered pillars supporting the vaulted roof of 
the Gothic temple, are crowned with finely-ornamented capitals, 
containing correct likenesses of sixteen Scottish poets, viz., James 
Hogg, Robert Burns, Robert Fergusson, Allan Ramsay, George 
Buchanan, Sir David Lindsay of the Mount, Robert fannahill, 
Lord Byron, Tobias Smollett, James Beattie, James Thomson, 
John Home, Queen Mary, King James I., King James V., 
and William Drummond of Hawthornden. There are sixty-four 
statuettes in the niches around the monument, re nting various 
characters in Scott’s works. The statue of “ Edinburgh’s most 
favoured son ”’ is in Carrara marble by Sir John Steell, and shows 
the “ Great Magician ” with his favourite dog ‘‘ Maida ” by his side. 
A small but interesting museum is housed in the monument and a 
magnificent view of the city is obtained from the top. 
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Second only in literary importance to Scott, Robert Louis 
Stevenson writes of his native town as “I was born within the 
bounds of a city illustrious for her beauty, her tragic and pic- 
turesque associations, and for the credit of some of her brave sons. 
Writing as I do in a strange quarter of the world, and a late day of 
my age, I can still behold the profile of her towers and chimneys 

. the building up of the city on a misty day, house above house, 
spire above spire, until it was received into a sky of softly glowing 
clouds . . . anew Jerusalem, bodily scaling heaven.” 

Stevenson was born at 8, Howard Place on November 13th, 
1850. The birthplace was dedicated in 1926 as his memorial house, 
and is the property of the Stevenson Club. In this house are to 
be seen numerous cherished rélics of Stevenson, including books, 
letters, manuscripts and portraits. 

The home of his boyhood was at 17, Heriot Row, and the 
summers were spent at Swanston Cottage, which lies at the foot of 
the Pentland Hills. From the house in Heriot Row Stevenson was 
sent to the Edinburgh University to study engineering, but proved a 
poor student. He has said, ‘‘ No one ever played truant with more 
deliberate care, and none ever had more certificates for less educa- 
tion. All through my boyhood and youth I was known and pointed 
out for the pattern of an idler, and yet I was always busy on my 
own private end, which was to learn to write. I always kept two 
books in my pocket, one to read and one to write in.”” He, ultimately, 
refused to carry his studies further and decided to follow literature. 
It was then arranged that he should study law and consequently he 
was apprenticed to a law firm in Edinburgh. He was called to the 
Bar in 1875, and although having one or two briefs, he never practised 
as an advocate but instead started out on his literary career. While 
residing at 17, Heriot Row, Stevenson’s father died and was interred 
in the Calton Cemetery. 

Stevenson died in Samoa on December 3rd, 1894. The Stevenson 
shrine is at Swanston about four miles south-west of the General Post 
Office, Edinburgh. Stevenson, describing Swansto, says : ‘‘ The road 
finally begins to scale the main slope of the Pentlands. A bouquet 
of old trees stands round a white farmhouse ; and from a neighbour- 
ing dell, you can see smoke rising and leaves ruffling in the breeze. 
Straight above, the hills climb a thousand feet into the air. The 
neighbourhood, about the time of lambs, is clamorous with the 
bleating of flocks ; and you will be awakened, in the grey of early 
summer mornings, by the barking of a dog or the voice of a shepherd 
shouting to the echoes. This, with the hamlet lying behind unseen, 
is Swanston.” 

Robert Burns in the year 1786 resided in Baxter’s Close, Lawn- 
market. He took a deep interest in the local literary and historical 
places of Edinburgh, the Braid Hills and Arthur’s Seat having a 
special charm for him. It was during this visit that Burns met 
Scott at the house of Professor Adam Ferguson. 

Again he visited Edinburgh in 1787, and lived at 30, St. James’ 
Square. While here he met Mrs. Maclehose—“ Clarinda '’—the 
inspirer of ‘‘Ae Fond Kiss.” He visited her at General’s Entry, 
between Bristo Street and Potterrow, and the famous Clarinda— 
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Sylvander correspondence resulted. The Ninety Burns Club erected 
a memorial to the memory of Mrs. Maclehose in the Canongate 
Churchyard. The Edinburgh Memorial to Burns is on the Regent 
Road overlooking Holyrood. 

While Scott, Stevenson and Burns are claimed to be the greater 
lights of Edinburgh’s literary history there are numerous lesser 
lights. 

James Hogg, the “ Ettrick Shepherd,” while residing in Edin- 
burgh, wrote and published in 1813 his masterpiece, ‘‘ The Queen’s 
Wake,” which established his fame. He was the “ Shepherd”’ of 
“Christopher North’s”’ famous ‘‘ Noctes Ambrosianz.”’ 

Dugald Stewart, the author of “ Elements of the Philosophy 
of the Human Mind,” resided in Whitefoord House, an old mansion 
in the Canongate, and latterly at 7, Moray Place. A monument 
was erected to Stewart on the Calton Hill. 

Lord Jeffrey, the literary critic and first editor of the Edinburgh 
Review, resided at 18, Buccleuch Place. His statue by Steell adorns 
the Parliament House. 

John Wilson, “ Christopher North,” settled down in Edinburgh 
in 1815 and devoted himself to literary work. He wrote for Black- 
wood’s Magazine, and his ‘“‘ Noctes Ambrosiane”’ is famous. He 
died at 6, Gloucester Place, Edinburgh, on April 3rd, 1854. 

David Macbeth Moir, the essayist and poet, contributor to 
Blackwood’s Magazine under the pseudonym of “ Delta,”’ took a 
big part in the cholera epidemic of 1832. His most famous con- 
tribution to literature is his humorous “Autobiography of Mansie 
Wauch,” which was published in 1828. A monument is erected to 
his memory on the Mall, Musselburgh, his native town. 

Thomas De Quincey, the author of ‘‘ Confessions of an English 
Opium Eater,”’ in 1828 settled in Edinburgh where he resided 
for over thirty years. He died at 42, Lothian Street on December 
8th, 1859, and is buried in St. Cuthberts Churchyard. 

William Edmondstoune Aytoun was born at 21, Abercromby 
Place, Edinburgh, on June 21st, 1813. He began his literary career 
with Blackwood’s Magazine in 1836. His “ Lays of the Scottish 
Cavaliers ’’ were published in 1848. He died at 16, Great Stuart 
Street, on August 4th, 1865. 

Lord Brougham was born at 21, St. Andrew Square on Septem- 
ber 19th, 1778. In 1802, he, along with Jeffrey, Horner, and Sydney 
Smith, founded the Edinburgh Review. He wrote on numerous 
subjects, and Rogers made this remark about him: ‘ There goes 
Solon, Lycurgus, Demosthenes, Archimedes, Sir Isaac Newton, 
Lord Chesterfield and a great many more in one post-chaise.” 
Brougham was the founder of the Social Science Association in 1857. 

James Syme, the author of “‘ Principles of Surgery,’ was born 
at 56, Princes Street, Edinburgh, on November 7th, 1799. On the 
site of his birthplace the Royal Hotel now stands. 

Thomas Carlyle who was educated at the University returned 
to Edinburgh in 1818. While living at Simon Square and Moray 
Street, now Spey Street, he wrote for Sir David Brewster, editor 
of the Edinburgh Encyclopaedia, many biographical articles. After 
his marriage in 1825 he took up house in Edinburgh at 21, Comely 
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A story of Adventures.

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Bank. Carlyle expressed his intention to “ treat visitors as nau- 
seous intruders,’’ but he had many callers at Comely Bank, amongst 
whom were Sir David Brewster, De Quincey, Sir William Hamilton, 
Professor John Wilson, and others. He removed to London in 
1828. 


Dr. John Brown, author of “‘ Rab and his Friends,” was 
educated at the Royal High School, Edinburgh and studied arts 
and medicine at the Edinburgh University. He graduated M.D. 
and settled in Edinburgh at 23, Rutland Street. His grave is in 
the New Calton Cemetery, Regent Road. 


Robert Chambers began business in Edinburgh as a bookseller 
in 1818. He published his “‘ Traditions of Edinburgh”’ in 1824. 
His brother, William Chambers, founded Chambers’s Journal in 
February, 1832, to which Robert contributed numerous articles. 
Shortly after the founding of the journal the two brothers estab- 
lished the firm of W. and R. Chambers, which is now one of the 
leading publishing houses in this country. As an author of books 
pertaining to Scotland Robert Chambers is one of the most famous. 


John Stuart Blackie was educated at Edinburgh University. 
He returned to Edinburgh in 1852, when he was appointed Professor 
of Greek in the University. In 1869 he published his ‘“‘ Musa 
Burschicosa,”’ which is considered to be one of the best student’s 
song books that have ever been written. In recommending them 
to his students he added this advice: ‘‘ If you wish to be happy in 
this world there are only three things that can secure you of your 
aim—the love of God, the love of truth, and the love of your fellow- 
men. And of this divine triad, the best and most natural exponent, 
in my estimate, is neither a sermon, nor a lecture, nor even a grand 
article in a quarterly review, but just simply a good song.” 

The attempt to write on such a subject as the literary landmarks 
of Edinburgh is one beyond the pages of this journal. However, 
this summary may prove of some use to members of the Library 
Association attending this year’s conference who wish to make a 
short tour of inspection.

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I mention books. I myself buy most of the important American 
contributions to professional literature. Yet I am told that I am 
one of the few exceptions who do. My informant said—and he was 
one who should know—that the great majority of British librarians 
don’t make any but such unavoidable purchases as “ Dewey.” 
Mind you, “ overseas ”’ librarians are no better. They—with excep- 
tions as here—don’t read British library books. This is a great 
pity. Those who don’t buy these books tell you that conditions are 
different, or that methods are different, or make some such excuse. 
Really they are giving the best reason why they should buy them, 
since it is just these different methods and different conditions that 
we need to study. A book which described methods I had already 
adopted, which uttered my very own opinions—though it would 
undoubtedly be very excellent !—wouldn’t be worth twopence 
tome. The 

LITERATURE OF LIBRARIANSHIP 

is so small that every self-respecting librarian ought to study, and 
make accessible to his staff, every serious contribution to it. Per- 
sonally I have encountered few, if any, American publications that 
were not of value. At the least—and it is not little—they have 
helped me to understand difficulties which were not ours, and to 
appreciate the work of the men and women who have overcome 
them. 

Is it not curious, Callimachus, that every difficulty has, how- 
ever, its compensating advantage? The relative support given to 
British and American libraries provides an instance of this which is 
not without present significance. 

The American librarian, catering for a polyglot population 
embracing people of all stages of education, has a much stiffer 
proposition to face than his British colleague who has to deal with 
a more or less fixed civilization. But, on the other hand, the former 
has received much more help from the authorities and from indi- 
vidual benefactors because the library is recognised and utilised 
as a factor in 





AMERICANIZATION. 

The authorities here, having no such ulterior motive, have given 
the library movement little assistance. I would ask our visitors to 
remember that point—that the British Public Library is what the 
individual librarians have made it, in most cases by the force of 
their own personalities and faith, often of course aided by enlightened 
committees, but just as often in spite of the prejudice of men who 
needed to be convinced, by the librarian, of the value of this work. 

I say this not in extenuation. British librarians, as our visitors 
will probably have noticed before us, suffer from an 

INFERIORITY COMPLEX. 
I would not term it modesty. The great majority of my colleagues, 
I believe, ‘‘ look to the West.’’ They see there advantages they 
cannot enjoy—a bigger field with more workers, bigger library 
incomes, finer buildings, more publicity. 

They minimise their own achievements through envy. It is a 
bad thing to do. In many ways we gladly doff our caps to our over- 
seas colleagues ; nevertheless there ave matters in which we can

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claim priority. For example, 44 per cent. of the population of the 
U.S. and Canada live outside library areas, whereas less than 4 per 
cent. of our people go unprovided. And, speaking as a mere male, 
surely we have an immense advantage in that the percentage of 
women librarians is so much smaller here ? 


What we do need most now are 
BUILDINGS. 

Very few of our bigger towns have adequate premises. Many 
of the existing British libraries were erected before anyone really 
knew what a library was; most of them were constructed with a 
keen regard for loan repayments out of a limited penny-rate income. 
Had it not been for the late Mr. Carnegie some of us would surely 
have been driven to hawking books about the highways in wheel- 
barrows. The many drab, inadequate, incomplete, cramped and 
unsuitable libraries to be found in England have a bad effect upon 
library progress. And they must give our visitors a wrong impres- 
sion—just as they give our own public a wrong impression—of the 
nature of the work they do. 

But, Callimachus, I should not devote my letter to moanings, 
nor to invidious comparisons. Comparisons don’t matter and 
moanings don’t help. The last few years have seen great progress 
and this semi-centennial conference marks a turning point in the 
history of the Library Association, for it will be associated with 
reforms which must have far-reaching influence. Its first half 
century has not been without achievement. There are many who 
have wanted the Association to do more, perhaps, but is that not 
really a symptom of the progressive urge ? Our worthy secretary 
is to give us his “ record of fifty years’’; it will not be without 
interest. Were I asked, however, to point to the 

L.A.’s GREATEST ACHIEVEMENTS 
I should do so without hesitation. The first is the work of its 
EDUCATION COMMITTEE, 
which has done more to raise the standard of efficiency, to improve 
the status of librarianship and promote the happiness of library 
workers (by giving them a real interest in their work) than we can 
possibly estimate. 

The second achievement is that of securing 

OuR PRESIDENT 
this year. We welcome him not only for his own sake but also 
because he represents a body which has keenly aided us in our 
work. Without the Carnegie Trust we should not have had our 
present system of county libraries; we might not have had the 
other benefits of the 1919 Act. 

Well, I must finish, Callimachus. I shall expect to see you 
at your place every session, without fail. You have often com- 
plained in past vears that too much time was spent in frivolities ; 
this year a programme after your own heart is offered. May you 
live to sit it out. Yours,

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A NOTE ON THE SELECTION 
OF CONTEMPORARY LITERATURE 


By STANLEY SNAITH, Public Library, Kingston-upon-Thames, 
** Learning is more profound 
When in few solid authors ’t may be found.”’ 

So said a poet in the comfortable days when there were no 
municipal libraries and no underpaid librarians to lie awake at 
night cogitating how to make one pound buy two pound’s worth of 
books. The selection, out of a multitude of new books, of those 
“ solid ’’ authors, those fortunate few upon whom Posterity bestows 
her favour, is one of the many problems with which the librarian 
is so often harassed. 

To most of us it will scarcely be possible to resist a periodical 
uneasiness as we fall to musing upon our growing stock and its 
probable term of utility. Unquestionably a large proportion of the 
books we acquire are lacking in that inner energy which alone makes 
for survival. Equally certainly, being mortals and fallible, we 
overlook annually a number of books whose acquisition would 
lastingly enrich our shelves. Such mistakes we are all anxious 
to reduce to a minimum. For when all is said and done, 
books constitute the raison d’étre of our calling, and their selection 
imposes upon us no light responsibility. With the “ classics,” with 
all that comes to us under the ratification of time, we are safe ; 
it is in procuring the work of contemporaries that our keenest 
faculties are brought into play. 

Moreover, it is, I take it, in the realm of “ pure ”’ literature 
that the problem becomes most subtle. Each work in this genre 
is an independent entity ; its value does not accrue from relation to, 
or contrast with, other works ; it replaces and supplements nothing ; 
its presence on our shelves is not to be justified merely by topicality 
or value of subject matter. It is assessable only by abstract 
standards. It is good or it is not good. A wretchedly-written book 
on, say, fruit culture might be serviceable for a score of years. A 
work of literature, similarly handicapped, is stillborn, nugatory. 

The central obstacle which faces us in making our selection of 
contemporary pure literature is the unusually limited amount of 
assistance which reviews and publishers’ prospectuses, our chief 
sources of information, render. A publisher can tell us the scope 
and attitude of a work, but not (at least dependably !) its distin- 
guishing quality, if it has any, as a work of literature. Nor are 
reviews uniformly to be taken on trust. There is no need to revert 
to Shelley and Keats to demonstrate that. Putting aside the bane 
of the “‘ Squire on Shanks and Shanks on Squire ”’ element, reviewers 
cling obstinately to personal predilections and prejudices, and are 
not always temperate either in praise or blame. They seriously 
complicate and aggravate our task by throwing the weight of their 
critical status into the establishment of shoddy reputations. 

A case in point is provided by the poems of Rupert Brooke. 
They arrived opportunely. Critics recognised in them the first 
crystallization of the ideals of a war-involved country, and in 
enthusiasm threw their critical equipoise to the winds. And the

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poems, amazingly, sold. Politicians quoted them. Schoolgirls 
imitated them. They set a fashion, and, enormously influential, 
restored poetry to respectability. Yet now, when they are stripped 
of the circumstances they reflected and glorified, we cannot but 
realise how superficial they are aesthetically, how restricted in 
range, and how problematic is their survival. And one could 
mention a score of books of this decade whose success is similarly 
circumstantial (for example, a long poem which has recently secured 
the Hawthornden award, extolled chiefly because it ¢s a long poem 
in an age of short and tentative flights). 

So, as librarians building up a sound accumulation of books, 
it is well for us to be chary of accepting critical estimates without 
close enquiry, remembering that literature can have but one pass- 
port. A book may be rich in symptomatic significance, or have 
value as the consummation or negation of some literary tendency, 
but that is not sufficient for the librarian with limited income. A 
new Wells novel takes its place as one of a considerable corpus showing 
no decisive differences, whereas “‘ Tarr’’ or a coruscation from 
the pen of Gertrude Stein may be unique. Nevertheless, on general 
principles Wells would be admitted and Lewis and Miss Stein 
excluded. The first author has undergone a certain test of time ; 
the others are unknown quantities, and their acquisition would be 
in the nature of a hazard. 

The same test would be equally applicable to poetry. Between 
Eliot and Binyon, De la Mare and the Sitwells, the librarian is con- 
strained to choose, whatever his private opinions may be, the more 
conservative poet, the more securely established in critical and 
popular favour. Though our “ advanced,”’ experimental or icono- 
clastic writers—however one chooses to regard them—become 
invested with a delusive glamour through the agency of certain 
critics, we should be able, if our periodical reading is sufficiently 
catholic and discriminating, to regard such reputations in their 
true perspective and proportion. Fortunately, in the selection of 
verse we are not without a remedy for our doubts—or, if we must 
put it that way, a compromise. A good anthology such as the 
Georgian collection provides us with a compact and selective survey 
of a field of activity, an initial nucleus as it were, enabling us to 
rely less upon individual writers than would otherwise be necessary. 

There are some who would object to this as a timid policy, 
laying stress upon the desirability of doing full justice to individual 
living authors rather than waiting until posterity has delivered its 
verdict. This is a not unreasonable attitude, but it must be borne in 
mind that the librarian’s method must inevitably be selective and 
eliminative, and he will naturally want his money’s worth in the 
shape of immediate and, if possible, enduring literary worth. 

There is another argument—fortunately not prevalent in these 
days—over which we will not linger: which is, that the dilemma is 
imaginary, a figment of our theory-drugged minds; that the 
solution is to provide the mental pabulum one’s readers demand or 
prefer. Well, the day of mere custodianship has gone. We conceive 
it our duty not only to make acknowledgement of public taste, but 
also to stimulate and refine it. The appetite grows by what it 
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feeds on ; and the one ultimately sure way to foster a love of litera- 
ture is to provide literature. 

And to pick literature, to recognise the persisting essence, it is 
incumbent upon us to school our faculties, to become intimate with 
the arts of the past, and form, however elastically, standards to 
which books must in some degree conform. It behoves us to read 
periodicals extensively, disregarding axe-grinding and discounting 
personal prejudices, our own as well as the critics’; comparing 
review with review until we have some collective and decisive weight 
of testimony. We need to consider each book in relation to its 
period and ask ourselves: Is the interest of this work ephemeral ? 
Is it fundamentally and permanently vital, or does it merely repre- 
sent some popular school or tendency, whose worth we, too, perhaps, 
overestimate ? Is its appeal likely to be directed to the normal, 
the subtle, or the esoteric mind? On the whole, it would appear 
best to err on the side of caution. Bad books work incalculable 
harm. The presence of shallow, perverse, or ill-written books in a 
public library is not lightly to be vindicated. It should be our ideal 
to assemble, step by step, a body of the most distinguished writing 
of our day, the flower of harmonious minds. Only so will our 
library disseminate that culture and “ inward outlook ”’ without 
which a nation is soulless, and which literature is incomparably 
potent to create. 


PUBLICITY NOTES. 
L.A. JUBILEE YEAR. 
TueE Library Association Publicity Committee urges all librarians 
to do all they can to make this year a record one in every way. 

Everything that can be done to give publicity to local library 
facilities and activities helps the Library Movement nationally. 

The public cannot know too much about the educational, 
social and recreational value of public libraries, county library 
services, and other library systems.

The Library Association Publicity Committee are in negotia- 
tion as regards a poster by a prominent artist, but it is not possible 
to give details at present. A national publicity poster, approved 
by the L.A. Publicity Committee, is already in being, and Messrs. 
Grafton and Co. are undertaking the issue of this (a reproduction 
of which is here given). The poster measures 20 by I4ins., and is in 
two colours. It is a convenient size for distributing throughout the 
town, and for hanging in halls, offices, works, shops, and local 
institutions, and, of course, outside libraries. The design (by Mr. 
J. A. Jackson) suggests a national figure—or “‘ Truth,” if you like— 
directing attention to the subjects available in your library, and 
also suggesting that books help industry, or that books are there 
for your leisure study and recreative reading after the day’s toil. 
The lettering on the poster tells its own story. Orders should be 
sent direct to Messrs. Grafton and Co. Nottingham has given the 
lead with an order for 100 copies, and other towns are wisely follow- 
ing suit.

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NOTES 

UNIVERSITY OF LONDON SCHOOL OF LIBRARIANSHIP. 
At the beginning of Session 1926-27 the L.C.C. made a grant to 
the School of Librarianship, in order that 25 Free Places should be 
provided for workers in libraries in London to attend the school as 
part-time students. The Free Places were at once filled ; but as a 
small number of the students appointed are not applying for re- 
appointment for the Session 1927-28 there are a few vacancies, for 
which the Director of the School will be glad to receive application. 

Candidates should hold posts in a public or other library in 
the Metropolis, and if they propose to work for the Diploma they 
should have matriculated and have a sound working knowledge 
of Latin, at least one modern foreign language, and the usual 
English subjects.

The book is unique in 
character inasmuch as it records under thousands of subject head- 
ings the various centres in Great Britain and Ireland to which 
those in search of specialised information should turn. 





The British Empire Marketing Board has established a remark- 
ably interesting series of lectures which may be obtained free of 
cost by public libraries. Examples of such lectures are :—Capt. 
L. Greenstreet’s “‘ Through New Zealand with a Camera,”’ Harold

The lectures are all to be free from advertising propaganda, 
party politics and other controversial matter. Librarians who 
require them should communicate to the Assistant Secretary of the 
Selborne Society, The Hermitage, Hanwell, London, W.7., who will 
send syllabuses of the lectures available. 


PERSONAL NEWS 


Mr. RoLanp Austin, the Gloucester City Librarian, on Saturday, 
July 2nd, received the degree of Master of Arts, “ honoris causa,” 
at a convocation of the University of Bristol, over which Viscount 
Haldane of Cloan, Chancellor of the University, presided. 

In presenting Mr. Austin, Professor J. E. V. Crofts, Dean of 
the Faculty of Arts, said the contributions made by him to Glouces- 
tershire history, including the history of Bristol, were well-known to 
all serious students of the subject. As City Librarian of Gloucester 
Mr. Austin had built up a remarkable collection of material illus- 
trative of the city’s early history, and as Secretary of the Bristol 
and Gloucestershire Archaeological Society had done much to 
stimulate and co-ordinate the work of other researchers in the same 
important field. 

It is well known that the collection of Gloucestershire literature 
in the possession of the City Library is one of the finest in the 
kingdom—a fact to which testimony is borne by the grant which 
the Carnegie Trustees have made towards the printing of a catalogue 
of this collection. It is a matter of more than local interest to the 
profession that the work of Mr. Austin has thus received such signal 
recognition. All who know him tender very sincere congratulations.

Vacation reading for the young people of Indianapolis this 
summer has taken the fascinating turn of a treasure hunt. Among 
thirty books selected for different grades of readers were many 
treasures and their clues, which were listed for convenience of the 
hunters. After satisfactory reviews which proved to the librarian 
the discovery of ten of these treasures in ten different books, the 
name of the boy or girl was placed on the Honour Roll of Treasure 
Seekers, entitling each to a Vacation Reading Diploma. 

The growing spirit of co-operation between the British Broad- 
casting Corporation and public libraries is warmly welcomed. The 
B.B.C. recognise that their talks and lectures are too short to do 
more than “ stimulate inquiry and open up new fields of interest.” 
Hence their programmes invariably include a select list of books 
recommended for reading, and the listener-in is advised to use the 
nearest public library to meet his or her needs for further study. 

Special gramophone performances of Faust, Aida and selections 
from Wagner’s Ring of the Nibelung were given during July in the 
Courtyard at Ipswich Central Library. 

Two cases of prosecution under the Libraries Acts have come 
to our knowledge recently. We learn from Croydon that a young 
man was fined £1 at the Borough Police Court for mutilating a copy 
of The Sphere at the Thornton Heath Library. 

At the Bury County Court a short time ago a man was sued in 
respect of the detention of a library book. The Registrar gave 
judgment against the respondent for the return of the book or its 
value together with fines and costs, within fourteen days. 

Not long ago Dr. E. A. Baker contributed an article to The 
Hibbert Journal, in which he again protested against the supply 
of unworthy fiction by public libraries. He deplored the quality 
of fiction extensively stocked in some—chiefly Metropolitan— 
libraries. We are of the opinion, however, that many libraries— 
including Metropolitan—have for some time made consistent efforts 
to apply the same standards to the selection of fiction as is applied 
to other classes of literature.

BELLEVUE WORKS, FALKIRK, SCOTLAND 
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An exhibition of the Croydon School of Art is to be held in the 
Newsroom of the Central Library in October. 

At the concluding session of the Museums Association Con- 
ference at Douglas, Isle of Man, early in July, Miss Marion Frost, 
of Wor.hing Museum, Library, and Art Gallery, was elected to the 
Executive Council. This is the first occasion on which a woman 
has been elected to this office. 

The Kent Education Committee have entered into an arrange- 
ment with the Queenborough Borough Council by which the Com- 
mittee, through the County Library, will assist the Borough Public 
Library by the loan of six hundred books which will be changed 
twice yearly. In consideration of this, the Borough Council have 
agreed to make a payment of £20 a year to the Committee. This 
amount is to be raised by means of an additional library rate. 

In connection with the Samuel Crompton Centenary Celebra- 
tions at Bolton a special supplement to the Textile Manufacturer 
was issued with the July number, entitled Industrial Bolton. It

first chairman of the association, hopes to be present. Mr. Peddie 
is at work on a new book on bibliography which should prove very 
useful to students. 

In 1915 the L.A. began to publish annually the ‘ Subject 
Index to Periodicals.” For unavoidable reasons the work became 
in arrears, the last volume published being for the year 1922. 
Every effort is being made to bring the work up to date very speedily; 
the 1926 volume (price £3 10s.) will be published during the 
summer, and the volumes for 1923-25 will follow as soon as 
possible.

Ipswich is again indebted to Mr. Alderman W. F. Paul, whose 
proposal to extend Stoke Branch Library has been gratefully 
accepted by the Town Council. Mr. Paul’s generosity will make 
possible not only an enlargement of the existing Branch, but an 
extension of library facilities in the district. A new reading-room 
will be provided, and children will be catered for in a separate 
department of their own. This venture should prove of great service 
to a crowded district. 

The Public Library at Newark, N.J., made a novel venture 
into the real of commerce early in the year. At the annual Auto- 
mobile Show two exhibit booths were offered to the Library. The 
invitation was accepted with alacrity, as it was the first time that 
a library had ever been invited to show its wares alongside of the 
tools of the automobile trade and industry. An invitation to show

NORTH MIDLAND LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. 
THE 121st Meeting of the Association was held at Kettering on 
July 14th, 1927. Some 30 representatives from the Counties of 
Bedford, Leicester, Northants, Nottingham and Worcestershire 
were present. The members were welcomed by Councillor G. Chester, 
who presided at the meeting. After the usual business meeting, 
Mr. R. Irwin, County Librarian for Northants, read a paper, ‘‘ The 
County Library.” He said that between 60 and 70 branches had 
been established, and at these branches some 8,000 books were in 


circulation—the places served varied in size from a population of 
32 to one of 4,000. A students’ section had been established which 
now numbered 1,000 vols., the books were supplied directly to the 


student. He also spoke of the advisability of establishing small 
reference collections at the larger branches and co-operation with 
existing town libraries. 

Mr. Glazier (Beds. County Librarian) said that co-operation 
between adjoining counties would be good, especially for those 
places on the boundary line of the county. 

Dr. E. E. Lowe (Leicester) gave an interesting account of 
the libraries which he had recently visited in America. Library 
provision is on a lavish scale, the standard rate of expenditure 
being a dollar per head. At the recent Toronto Conference there 
were 2,000 delegates, as many as 80 or 90 going from one library. 
Children’s rooms are a feature of American libraries and nothing is 
spared to make them pleasant and homelike. Dr. Lowe was asked 
to continue his address at a future meeting. 

Councillor G. Chester (Kettering) gave a talk on the Exhibi- 
tion of Wild Flowers, which is held annually from June to August 
in the Museum. 

The members inspected the Library and Museum and the 
Exhibition of the Art and Crafts work of the Kettering School 
Children, which was being held in the Art Gallery. 

The members were entertained to tea at the George Hotel by 
the Public Library Committee, to whom and to the Librarian very 


cordial thanks were accorded. Kate E. PIERcE, 
Hon. Sec., N.M.L.A.
